* conspirators then killed Captain Milcovitch, an 
aidé-de-camp, who barred thvir approach to the 
royal bedroom. Geurral Petrovics, the senior 
uideale-camp, destroyed the electric light in the 
corridor, theréby giving the sovereigns time 
to hide in o store-room, 

When candles had been obtained, the cou- 
spirators forced Gonsral Potrovics to conduct 
them to tho hiding-place of the sovercigus. As 
soon ag they were discovered, both the Kiag 
tud Queén wore repeatedly shot‘and brutally 
natilated, They were thrown out of the 
windows and fell to the garden, breaking their 
spines, So shockingly hod they been injured 
that when at 5 o'clock in the morning the

© Mischits, ono of the leading spirits in the 
nassncro, eays that 54 persons were killed, but 
iccording to other accounts 2U0 perished. 

‘The murder of Queen Dragu’s brothors was 
carefully planned beforehand. They were 
persuaded to leave theifiesitenices: fix ofder’ to 
join a convisiel’ party. .Lusults to the Queen 
speedily provoked a senfile, whereupon tho 
entertainors killed the beothors, who died 
embracing each other. The livea of Queeu

We. statod lately, ‘anys the Pioneer, that 
ptatisties were being prepared showing the 
ineidenca of plagus among the inoculated and 
non-inoonlated inthe Punjab during tho past 
cold woather. Thess statistics ore now before 
us, and if mnst be admitted they are remark- 
able, thought their accurney is not ubovs quostion 
in view of the fact that they are gathered from 
native subordinate sources. Altogether twenty- 
thrae districts in the Province were involved 
in the epidemic, and the total ‘population 
of the infected villages was 0,157,180. From 
Ovtobér to “May, both monthe inclusive, 
314,829 plogue cases’ with 186,400 deaths 
were reported. Altogether: 481,142 inocula- 


tions were ‘carried out, and among inoen'ated . 


persons: 5,052 plagne cases with 3,233 denths 
occurred, Naw tho notable resnlt yielded by 
the oxtmination of these ignores is that among 
the uon-inoculated, one man in every 15 con- 
tracted plague, wherens among the ino is 

ouly one man im every 95 ‘took the disenso, 
Morcover, the incidenca of  deatha i per 
eases among the noa-inoculeted. was 59 


per cent. while among inoculated’ ‘it was. 


only 24 per ceut, It has to be. recog- 
nised, however, that these figures are not 
by ‘themselves necessarily conclusive, Even 


suppcsing them to be substantially accurate, 


“before the evidence can he regaided 25 proof a 
further “statistical” examination, village by 
villi, is necessary, and for that the figures 
before us furnish n0 material, In the absenco 
of the requisite details showiug the contrary, 
it is at any rato conceivable thet in the 
particular village to which the 481,142 inocula. 
tions were coufiued, the plague incidence 
may not have beon greater among non- 
inoculated than among inoculated. The 
statewents before us clearly show that whereas 
plague orerspreud Wenty-threa districts, 
inoeulatinn was limited to fourteen districts, 
What cught now to be shown in a separate 
tastistical table is the incidence of plague to 
inoculated ond  non-inoculnted, district by

IR ROMERT NAbT'S BUGUEETION.

4. Ag soon as it has boen decided what coius 
are to be atrack, } roper’regulations should ba 
made with regard to thy aniat to be established, 
If too,many branch mints be allowed it is to be 
apprehendod that the monay may not be of. uui- 
form weight or fineness, aud so confusion may 
be catsed such gs is now prevalent in this Em-, 
pire and thas ietwite trouble ued obstruction 
to the reforms suggested may arive, ‘The bost 
wiy would bo to seluct, 2ome central spot fur the 
construction of ono principal Mint which shall 
cvin all the carrevey that moy be needed by the 
provincia] governmuuts, With tho exception 
of Chix principal Mint no other miuts shall be 
allowed to bo catablished. All the minting 
machinery now in use in the various provinces 
should be without reserve yeut 10 the principal 
Mint in question so that there may be no waste 
of the money expended upon it. Besides the 
native workmen to be employed in this Mint 
should leo Lo ougeged cortain foreign oxports, 
nomely, one smperiutendent, ono examiner of 
silver, cne head machinist, and one accountant, 
tach having bik specint department of work. 
The one-tael and five-mace silver coins that aro 
to bo strack shoutd bo made of oiue-tenths silver 
and one-tenth copper; the two-mace-and-n-holf 
and one:mace coins should bo made of eight- 
tenths silver and two-tedths copper. The 
onc-tonth aud two-tenths silver balance thus 
obtained to, bo utilised 8 ranning oxpenses 
of the Mint. Theso coins. being thus aubstan- 
tial no ono will try to change them. When 


the Mint lias been established it should. first 


pegin with the work of coining into ‘money 
tho silver ingots deposited in tho provincial 
treasuries whieh should be all sent to the Mint 
to be turned into: enrroncy. Should silver 
bullion be brought to the Mint with the request 
that it be coined, the foreign examiner of silver 
should weigh it, and test its fneness. If these 
should prove sotisfavtory the mondy already 
coined by the Mint ehall bo paid out in oxebunge 
for the silver bullion. Purthermore ox. to the 
question whethor the Mint shall iseno silver 
notes-or prepare silver certificates against the 
amount of silver coins depotited in ita vaults, 
this is v-watter of much importance ond requires 
Qotiberation and further consullation. 

5, After the opening of the Mint, on Im- 
porial deoree should bo irsucd prohibiting the 
ciroulution of any silvor currency within the 
limits of the Empire othor than that struck by 
the Imporial Mint. A certain limit of time 
amust also be given for the stoppage of circula- 
tion, ag money of the realm, of all silver’ aycee 
and silver ingots hitherto passing current os 
anoney, and grouting permission to tho possessor 
of such silver to teke them to tho Mint to 
exchungo for {he new currency according to 
weight of silvor so brought.

be given o cortain-number of said cortiticates 
and sboll be stationed either in Chins or abroad. 
Foreign. merchants who have firing, business, or 
banke in China must uso Chinese currency, and 
in order to obtain such currency are bound to 
apply te the above-named officer for these Miut 
certificates, Moreovor in buying these doctiti- 
cates the foreign morchants must pay in accor. 
dance with the fixed rate of gold for’ silver 
currency as determined by Imperial decree, 
After complying with these conditions, the 
foreign merchants’ may then exchange these 
certificates ab the Mint for the new currency 
coined by it, The gold paid in exchange foy 
the suid Mint certificates may cither bo first 
dgposited with the offleer in question or be used 
to pay the foreign gold debis due by Ghina, or 
be struck into Chinese gold coins in the future.
